CHICAGD, May 10.—HBy a vote of 458 to
136 the Chivago Board of Trade today voted
to discontinue the use of No. 2 gpring wheat
as a contract grade, thus placing this mar-
ket on an equal footing with the other grain
centers of the countiry. Thia leaves only
two contract grades of wheat for future de-
Hvery, No. 1 northern  spring, and No, 2
ped  winter. The elimination of No, 2
apring grade, it is clalmed, would markedly
restrict the speculative elemnent, thus ren-
dering much easler the creation of *‘cor-
ners.”  On the other hand It was contended
by the supporters of the amendiment that it
would tend to elevate the gtandard of specu-
lative trade. The elevator men woere goefn-
erally  eoredited with  being  agalnst  the
amendment. The rule 18 to go into cffect
October 2.
